Many of you folks have seen 
tire famous ‘‘horseshoe curve” of 
the D. T. & I. Railroad at Spar- 
gursville, a few' miles southeast of 
Bainbridge. 
The ‘‘horseshoe curve” is one of 
those almost freakish pieces of 
engineering necessary to gain ele­ 
vation. In former years the sharp 
curve was the scene of numerous 
wrecks. 
The D. T. Sc I. has a sharp grade 
at the point of the curve, as well 
as on both sides of it. 
A sim ilar piece of engineering 
exists on the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road Just above the reservoirs sup­ 
plying Altoona, Pa., with water. 
I passed over this noted “horse­ 
shoe curve” for the sixth time 
last week, and found it just as 
interesting as ever. 
The steep grade approaching the 
curve from the east continues a- 
round the curve and for some 
distance beyond, and it is neces­ 
sary to have either pushers 
or 
pullers to help the Diesels and 
steam engines negotiate the climb 
of several hundred feet out of the 
valley in which Altoona is locat­ 
ed 
The train on which we were 
riding had 15 coaches, pulled by a 
tw o-unit Diesel, and with steam 
locomotive to help make the grade. 
As the train was m aking the curve, 
the rear coaches were opposite the 
engines and the long train formed 
a complete horseshoe.

The scandal of 90 cadets let out 
for cheating has called so much 
attention to West Point that Rep 
Kennedy wants a good look at 
how cadets get in in the first 
place. 


Kennedy, Massachusetts Demo­ 
crat and decorated war veteran, 
yesterday asked the House to ap­ 
prove creation of a 12-man board 
to examine the methods used for 
admitting 
young men to 
West 
Point and Annapolis, too. 


He thinks 
too many get 
in 
through political favoritism while 
others, 
better 
equipped, 
either 
can’t get in because they don’t 
have enough pull or are discourag­ 
ed frorta trying. 


He thinks the board he recom­ 
mends may be able to find some 
answers. 


This is an explanation of 
how 
young men get into West Point but 
it applies equally to Annapolis 
where the methods are about the 
same. 


There are generally two ways 
of getting in: 


1. B y passing a competitive ex­ 
amination where only the 
men 
making the highest marks are ad­ 
mitted. 
2. B y being appointed. There’s 
no competition required here. An 
appointed 
youth gets in if 
he 
passes the mental, physical and 
aptitude entrance examinations. 
The sons of men who won the 
medal of honor for their heroism 
in the armed fore es are in a special 
category. They don't need appoint­ 
ment from anyone. Nor do they 
have 
to compete 
with 
anyone. 
They get in if they pass the en­ 
trance exams. 
The appointive method: 
Each of the 435 House mem­ 
bers and 96 senators in Congress 
is allowed by law to have four 
men appointed by 
him in the 
seven ty at any one time, provid­ 
ed the appointee comes from the 
congressman’s district or the sena­ 
tor's state. 
But the senator or congressman 
suits himself on how he makes 
the appointment. If a number of 
youths ask him for appointment. 
he can let them take a civil serv­ 
ice examination and then appoint 
the one with the best score. Or he 
can ignore all the applicants ex­ 
cept one, which may be hLs own 
son, a stranger, or the son of some­ 
one to whom he owes a political 
favor. 
Each 
congressional 
appointee 
must take the entrance exams. But 
in doing so he is not in competi­ 
tion with anyone. If he passes. 
he? in. 
The competitive method: 
The president can appoint the 
son of any man who was in the 
regular service, whether he was 
an officer or enlisted man, and 
whether or not the father is still 
in service, is retired, or dead. 
Also the president can appoint 
the sons of men who fought in 
World Wars I and II — whether 
or not the father was a regular 
or draftee — provided the father 
wa* killed in service or died as a 
result of his service. 
The number of men whom the 
president can appoint from these 
two group* is limited and they 
must take a competitive examina­ 
tion. 
Outstanding graduates of hon­ 
or schools -- that is, schools with 
a reserve officers training corps 
-•can take an examination 
for 
West Point. In this they compete 
against one another. The highest 
scorers win. 
The schools 
pick 
thase taking the tests. 
Every year the army and navy 
hold competitive tests for their 
enlisted men 
who want to get 
into W’est Point, choosing those 
with the highest scores. These tests 
are taken where the men are in 
service. For instance, a man in 
Korea would take it in Korea. A 
man must have been in the serv­ 
ice one year before he can get into 
W’est Point. 
The maximum number of ca­ 
dets in West Point at any one time 
is 2.426 from this country. In ad­ 
dition, the president may appoint 
a total of 21 students, selected 
by tne governments, from 
the 
Philippines, Canada and Latin A- 
merica. A ll 21 must pass the en­ 
trance examinations.

Club members thoroughly enjoy­ 
ed a dinner meeting held under 
large trees on the Robert Haigler 
farm six miles north of Bloom­ 
ingburg 
on 
the 
Sedalia 
Road 
Tuesday noon. 


The dinner was served by A n­ 
derson’s Drive-In. 


Following the dinner an inter­ 
esting program was presented in 
one of the barns. 


The club members inspected the 
Haigler pure bred Hereford cattle, 
modern farm equipment and the 
farm generally. . 


The farm is part of 1,000 acres 
owned and operated by Charles 
E. Haigler and his son. They have 
about 
250 head 
of pure 
bred 
Herefords. 


The speaker at the meeting was 
James H. Warner, beef cattle ex­ 
tension specialist from Ohio State 
University. 


Warner 
said 
there 
are 
now 
about 84,000,000 beef and dairy 
cattle in the U. S. 


Formerly, he said, feeder cattle 
came from the western and cen­ 
tral western states. 


Now, he 
said, the 
pattern is 
changing. 
For instance, Califor­ 
nia now rates seventh or eighth in 
the production of feeder cattle, 
and there 
are now less 
feeder 
cattle coming from the western 
states. 
They are 
coming from 
the southern states and corn bet, 
where feeder cattle are raised and 
there are less feeder cattle now' 
coming into Ohio than formerly. 


Warner further stated that Ohio 
now has a 
billion dollar 
farm 
business and $120,000,000 of this 
is from cattle. 


Fayette County has $13,000,000 
gross farm income, half of which 
is 
from hogs 
and $1,500,000 
is 
from cattle, the speaker stated. 


Warner declared that the aver­ 
age consumption of meat in the 
U. S. is 145 pounds per person per 
year. and 60 
pounds of 
this is 
beef. 
It requires a 1.000 pound steer 
to feed 
IO people and 
it takes 
250.000 or more cattle per year for 
the increasing population, it was 
stated. 
Warner pointed out that it re­ 
quires 42 months to produce a 
1.000 pound steer 
from birth to 
maturity, wnich means long time 
planning and that controls could 
and do interfere with this long 
time planning 
He 
said 
85 
percent 
of 
the 
weight of beef cattle comes from 
roughage and pointed out that it 
means 
more 
grassland 
farming 
with good rotation pastures and 
good legumes. 
Warner said that the Haiglers 
are pioneering in the raising of 
cattle that 
w ill make 
the most 
rapid and economical gains. 
This 
is done, it was explained, by se­ 
lecting breeding cattle that w ill 
make the most gain. and that 35 
percent is due to heredity. 
Haiglers 
have their 
cattle m 
different fields and keep a care­ 
ful record of the weight of each

A reconsideration of the com­ 
mission’s ban on new’ natural gas 
space

installations 
for 
homes and industry was asked by 
the Cincinnati Gas and Electric 
Company and the city of Cincin­ 
nati. 
The commission held all parties 
concerned had been heard fully. 
It also said the “ continuing un­ 
precedented demand for gas and 
the inability of the utilities and 
their suppliers to provide facilities 
to make additional gas available 
to consumers n the state of Ohio 
remains unchanged.1’ 
The commission's gas freeze or­ 
der bans the installation of new 
space heating facilities for homes 
and industry in almost all sections 
of Ohio except those served by 
the East Ohip Gas Company. East 
Oh o may install one new 
gas 
space heating unit for each con­ 
version unit it installs. 
The commission has scheduled a 
hearing Sept. 17 for another re­ 
view of the natural gas supply sit­ 
uation in Ohio.

doing,’’ she said. “I asked about 
odors, and the people who ought 
to know didn’t know about them. ’ 
So she studied odors for years 


--on her own. The books didn’t 
give her all the answers she w ant­ 
ed, however, so she came here to 
enter the odor field. 
"But I found there wasn't any 
odor field,-' she said. “So I be­ 
came, so far as I know, the first 
person to make a career as an 
odor consultant.'’ 
Miss Allen sighed, and a gentle 
lilac fragrance from her own fair 
form besmote the air. A nearby 
copy boy immediately began to 
quiver at the nostrils. 
•‘Different odors have different 
effects,’’ Miss Allen said, dreamy 
as the as the annual report of the 
IT. S. Steesl Corporation

of 
them. I prefer lilac because it 
is soothing to the nerves. Laven­ 
der is used to attract and trap 
lions and tigers Magnolia 
has 
been found successful in stim u- 
lating the appetites of children.’’

Chloro- j 
form, once widely used, has been

If this occurs. ! 
there is danger that pneumonia 
will develop.

the only unique feature of this 
“High School on the H ill.” It has 
other surprising features also. 
The school day in this unusual 


educational 
institution 
starts at 


6:15 a. rn. The classes are over at 
9:40 a. rn., when most American 
high schools are Just g e t t i n g 
started on the day's work. These 
early hours are made necessary by 
the fact that the students devote 
a full working day to their jobs. 
A ll of the students In this school 


are young men—there are no girls. 
And the jobs which these young 
men hold are in the Congress of 
the United States and In the United 
States Supreme Court. These stu­ 
dents are the pages who carry 
messages, answer telephones and 
perform related duties in the U. 8. 
Senate, the House of Representa­ 
tives and the Supreme Court

IN A D D I T IO N to the 12 seniors 


awarded diplomas and certificates, 
there are 56 other students in the 
school this year. 
The staff and 
faculty of the school Include a 
principal (Orson W . Trueworthy), 
four classroom teachers and a full­ 
time secretary. 
The school offers a regulation 


high school course. This includes 
four years of English, four years 
of social studies, three years of 
mathematics, two years of Span­ 
ish, and two years of natural sci­ 
ence. 
Additional elective courses 


are available in a number of flelda 
The standards of the school are 
high and the graduates are well 
qualified to meet the entrance re­ 
quirements of leading colleges and 
universities t h r o u g h o u t t h e 
country.

Boiling down 
the city school 
financial operations to the penny 
■would not only be tedious to read 
and understand, but also nearly 
impossible to accomplish. 
No year’s operations and 
ex­ 
penses are like its predecessor; 
neither w ill it be like its succes­ 
sor. 


W hile the hundreds of “ little 
things” run into big figures in the 
aggregate, there are a few major 
expenses that vary but little from 
year to year. The trend, however, 
is upward. 
The big item of school operation 
cost, of course, is the instruction. 
Teachers salaries in Washington 
C. H. 
last year accounted 
for 
something like 
$210,000 of 
the 
$362,000 total. And, the teacher 
salary schedule here is far from 
being at the top of the list in the 
state. 


On top of that, the schools con­ 
tribute approximately $20,000 to 
the retirement fund on the basis 
of a fixed 9.8 percent of the sal­ 
ary. The teachers, themselves, con­ 
tribute six percent of the pay and 
that adds up to around $12,000 a 
year. 


Maintenance Varies

A sizeable saving was effected 
this summer, when hundreds of 
textbooks that were soiled and 
Battered with use were sent away 
and cleaned up and rebound.

In One Place 


Student and School 
Data Had All Been 
Widely Scattered 


A 
jumbled 
maze 
of 
school 
records— some going back as far as 
the 1800s— are being assembled at 
the Central School with the pur­ 
pose of providing 
a catalogued, 
accessible record section. 


Fred Rost, clerk-business man­ 
ager of the schools, said the rec­ 
ords add up to several tons. They 
were collected at school buildings 
scattered throughout the city. 
A t 
the present 
time they are 
spotted here and 
there in rooms 
adjacent or near to the high school 
gym, in the Central School build­ 
ing. Some have been sorted out, 
and others are in the process of 
being sorted. 


The importance of not destroy­ 
ing them was emphasized recent­ 
ly when a request was made for 
school records going back to 1882 
to help an oldster 
establish his 
birthday so that 
he could 
draw 
social security. 
Rost said plans have been made 
to assemble the records in a dry, 
warm 
room 
in the 
basement 
under the lobby of the high school 
gym. 


M any of the 
old records were 
formerly stored in a room at Cen­ 
tral School. 


They have since been moved out 
of the room, 
and the space has 
been 
completely 
decorated 
and 
shelves built rn around the inside 
of the room. 


Janitor Supplies Distributed 


The 
old 
room, now v irtu ally 
new, 
has been designated as the 
supply room, 
and now 
houser 
paper 
and book 
supplies of all 
kinds. 


Another room is being prepared 
as a book room for the storage of I 
all books used in the citv school i 
system. There the books w ill be 
separated by subjects or grades, 
and when needed for the fall term 
they w ill be placed into boxes and 
distributed throughout the school 
system. 
Another change which has been 
initiated by Rost is the distribution 
of janitor supplies and paper sup­ 
plies throughout the schools. 
“ All janitors used 
to have to 
come here (Central School). Time 
was lost if the man in charge was 
busy. When they got their supplies 
they often had 
to walk back to 
their 
schools with 
them. W e’re 
planning this independent supply 
system at seven 
different loca­ 
tions,” Host said.

Health and Education Schools Ready 
Go Hand-in-hand Here T#JfcS:4 


Health and education go hand- 
in-hand in the Washington C. H. 
and Fayette County school sys­ 
tems. 


The health is the responsibility 
of the city-county health depart­ 
ment; the education is the re­ 
sponsibility of the teaching corps. 
Health, educators often 
have 
said, has a direct bearing on the 
child’s ability to study and 
to 
learn. That’s one of the many 
reasons for the growing coopera­ 
tion between health and 
school 
authorities and the steadily de­ 
veloping program of health im ­ 
provement. 


W hile the health of the pupils 
is the primary responsibility of 
the Health Department, its staff 
counts on, and gets, full coopera­ 
tion of the school teachers and 
administrators. 
The whole program is predicat­ 
ed, however, on the theory that 
in the last analysis it is the fam­ 
ily physician who takes care fo 
child health. The Health Depart­ 
m ent and school authorities serve 
principally as investigating agen­ 
cies. 
When treatment of the individ­ 
ual is required for better health, 
the cases are referred to the fam­ 
ilies with recommendations 
for 
attention by the family physician. 
The Health Department’s guar­ 
dianship of chlid health covers a 
broad field — from the 
school 
buildings and equipment on to the 
individual pupils. 


Bu ildin gs Inspected 
Last spring, building inspect.ons 
were made by the department’s 
sanitarian, Donald Lange. He re­
